spection was made on Thursday 
evening, April 26, Mr. H. R. Hart, 
Division Engineer, Mr. W. F. 
Douglas, Signal Eupervisor Valley 
Division, and Mr. C. M. Morse, 
Maintainer, representing the Santa 








Fe, accompanied Mrs. Zahn and I 
on the inspection. 


This crossing is now protected 
by Standard No. 4 upper quadrant 
wigwag, center of the street type 
of installation, Standard No. 1 
crossing signs and advance warning 
signs not reflectorized. The wig- 
wag was installed about 1924. Our 
records show four accidents since 
January 1, 1926, involving collision 
between a vehicle and a train, and 
we haye reports of two instances 
where vehicles ran into the signal. 
The basé of the signal indicates 
that.there have probably been more 
than two’such accidents. The ma- 
jority of the accidents occur at 
night. 


During the inspection last eve- 
ning the signal was set in operation 
and we approached the crossing in 
a.car from both directions in order 
to ascertain the arrestiveness of the 
warning indication. While this type 
of protection conforms with the 
Commission’s standards and was, I 
understand, installed as a result of 
recommendations by the Commis- 
sion’s engineers, in my opinion the 
signal is not as arrestive as some 
of the more modern types. Back- 
ground conditions, particularly at 
night, tail lights of automobiles, 
and the glare of opposing head- 
lights tend to reduce the effective- 
ness of the signal, and I am of the 
opinion that two side of the street 
flashing light type signals, Stand- 
ard No. 8, or the Standard No. 7 
wigwags such as that now main- 
tained at Solano Avenue one block 
to the north, would furnish better 
protection, It is my recommenda- 
tion that if materials are available 
such a change in the type of signal 
be made, 


It Was also noted that view con- 
ditions to the railroad east could 
be improved by the removal of 
some bushes apparently growing 
on the railroad right-of-way be- 
tween Marin Avenue and Solano 
Avenue. A red illuminated sign of 
the Albany Hospital located on the 
north side of Marin Avenue a short 
distance west of the crossing low- 
ers the efficiency of any signal, and 
tends to divert the attention of driv- 
ers from the hazard of the railraod 
crossing. The possibility of elimi- 
nating this sign or changing the 
color should be given consideration. 


While advance warning signs as 
required by Section 469 of the Ve- 
hicle Code are maintained by the 
City of Albany on the approaches 
to this crossing, it is believed that 
these signs would be more effective 
if they were of the reflectorized 
type set at a lower level. In con- 
nection with advance warning signs 
a survey was made of the other 
crossing in Albany and it was noted 
that the Marine Avenue crossing is

Allocations Explained 


Distribution of Albany-Berkeley 
Community Chest funds for the 
current year reflects the effect of 
wartime conditions upon social wel- 
fare needs, it was reported today 
by G. Clifford Pettygrove, chest 
president, in announcing agency al- 
locations, 

Of the $163,911 granted the 21 
agencies of the Chest by the board 
of directors, $115,014 goes to the 
11 organizations serving youth. The 
latter received an increase of $7,477 
over 1944 because of the need for 
added emphasis on character-build- 
ing and youth guidance activities 
for boys and girls, Pettygrove 
pointed out. 

“An ounce of prevention sis cer- 


*-tainly worth a pound of cure in 
» dealing with 


youth,” Pettygrove 
stated. “For years the Community 
Chest has stressed the importance 
of such Chest agencies as Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire Girls, 
Y.M:C.A, and Y.W.C.A., as well as 
agencies serving youth on the cam- 
pus. 

“These organizations have all 
geared their programs to today’s 
conditions and are carrying on con- 
structive activities to help build 
good citizens for tomorrow’s world, 
The Chest provides funds for the 
bulk of this work, which cannot be 
self-supporting, 

“Demands for child care, health 
and family welfare services have 
likewise increased due to the war. 
Conditions have brought many new 
problems which can be handled 
only by social agencies. A large 
increase in population, mass move- 
ments of people due to war work, 


problems of service men and their 
families, all call for added services 
of these welfare organizations,” 
Such organizations as Travelers 
Aid Society, Legal Aid Society, 
Children’s Hospital, Salvation 
Army, Visiting Nurse Association 
and others, have had increasingly 
heavy service loads. This called for 
additional funds, which the Chest 
was able to grant due to the suc-

Everyone should know his own 
blood type. One may be called 
upon in an emergency to act as a 
blood donor for a friend or for a 
relative. 


All persons belong to one of four 
blood types, group O about 45 per 
cent, group A about 40 per cent, 
group B about 10 per cent and 
group AB about 5 per cent. Group 
O is the “universal donor” and can 
theoretically give to anybody. That 
is the reason for the Red Cross 
group O whole blood program. But 
the Red Cross needs all groups for 
iis regular plasma program too, 
pow more than ever; so blood do- 
nations to the Red Cross of all 
people regardless of type should be 
considered urgent. 


In blood banks also people of 
all types are used. Here all blood 
types can be stored for immedi- 
ate use but only for from five to 
ten days. The appropriate type 
blood is then chosen for a given
